LEOPOLDVILLE,

< APi—Eleven captured leaders of 
Kivu have been released from a 
Stanleyville jail where they had 
been held since leftists seized 
their province last year, the Unit­ 
ed Nations said today. 
While this indicated a change 
in attitude by the rebel regime, 
the U.N. command was unable to 
confirm reports from the leftist 
capital that 
Moscow-backed An­ 
toine Gizenga had been deposed 
there. 
Those reports said either the 
rebel military commander, Gen. 
Victor Lundula. or President Jean 
Foster 
Manzikala 
of 
Oriental 
Province had taken over. Both 
are considered firm supporters of 
the policies of the late ex-Premier 
Patrice Lumumba. 
But both were reported to have 
vigorous measures to prevent re­ 
prisals against whites in Stanley­ 
ville after Lumumba's slaying last 
month in Katanga Province. Man 
zikala also has strong tribal back 
ing in Stanleyville, something Gi 
331 zenga never had. 


A U.N. spokesman reported the 
release of Jean Miroho, former 
president of Kivu, and IO mem­ 
bers of his provincial government. 
Miroho had paid at least lip 
service to the central government 
at Leopoldville and had resisted 
pressure 
from 
Stanleyville 
in 
neighboring Oriental Province to 
join up with Gizenga. Gizenga sent 
in a raiding party last December, 
arrested Miroho and his officials, 
and took control of Bukavu, the 
provincial capital. 
PUSH NEGOTIATIONS 
In Leopoldville, the U.N.’s Con­ 
go mission continued negotiating 
with Congolese leaders on the 
terms for the return of U.N. 
troops to the key ports of Banana 
and Matadi. 
The U.N. spokesman told news­ 
men he could not comment on 
Congolese reports that agreement 
has been reached by which the 
United Nations and the Congolese 
would exercise joint control of air 
traffic here. This was one major 
Congolese condition for permitting 
U.N. forces to return to the ports.

WASHINGTON (AP* — Demo­ 
crats in Congress talked today 
of enacting President Kennedy’s 
$3 25 billion housing program by 
May—but acknowledged it would 
not be easy. 
Even before the President sent 
up the actual' legislation to be 
considered, there wet signs that 
Congress might make change* in 
his proposals, now heavily weight­ 
ed toward halting decay in cities 
and ea*ing the housing problems 
lower-income families.

Sav­ 
age stole one pass and scored, 
grabbed another and set up Eddie 
Pfeiffer and suddenly the Moun­ 
taineers were home free.

and Phelan reviewed the cham­ 
pionship win it was Savage who 
won special plaudits for making 
the following 
possible:

Mason-Dixon title, Phelan’s fourth 
in seven years; 2. putting the 
Mounts into the NCAA regionals 
tonight against Virginia Union. 
CIAA pennant winners, at Albright 
College in Reading; 3, raising

best in history': 4, keeping alive 
an 11-game winning streak: 5. 
making the Mountaineers the first 
team in Mason-Dixon history to 
sweep both regular season and 
tourney play: 6, hiked Phelan’s 
seven-year record to 141-46 over­ 
all. 98-16 in Mason-Dixon play. 
Said Phelan: “In all the excite­ 
ment of the wild finish, we forgot 
it was Savage who saved us with 
two steals when we were four 
points down in the closing min­ 
utes.

Congress has opened anew the 
question of federal aid to paro­ 
chial schools. 
Hie President’s bill did not in­ 
clude such aid, he explained in 
the message, “in accordance with 
the clear prohibition of the Con­ 
stitution.” At a news conference 
he added; "There can be no de­ 
bate” over the question. 
Actually, few clauses in the 
Constitution have been the sub­ 
ject of more emotional 
debate 
than the IO words which spell out 
the entire doctrine, as it is called, 
of separation of church and state: 
"Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of 
religion.” 
PAROCHIAL APPEAL 
Debaters in the parochial school 
aid issue generally argue along 
these lines: 
Opponents say direct federal 
aid to parochial schools means 
illegal use of tax funds to ad­ 
vance sectarian ends in 
school 
systems over which the public 
has no control and to which par­ 
ents send their children strictly 
by choice. 
The other side replies paro­ 
chial 
schools 
meet 
the 
same 
basic educational standards as 
public schools and federal aid 
would be for the purpose of rais­ 
ing the level of education nation­ 
ally with only incidental benefit 
to the religious organizations. 
A number of 
Supreme Court 
cases have involved interpreta­ 
tion (rf the "establishment of re­ 
ligion” clause, notably the Ever 
son case which President Ken­ 
nedy cited to support his position. 
BUS TRANSPORTATION 
This was 
a 1947 decision in 
which the court held, 5-4, that it 
was legal for public school busses 
to transport parochial school pu 
pils because the funds were used 
for the welfare of-the student, not 
the school. 
The majority opinion also said 
the "establishment of religion’ 
clause meant that neither federa 
nor state governments “can pass 
laws which aid one religion, aid 
all religions, or prefer one reb 
gion over another,” and that no 
tax “can be levied to support any 
religious 
activities 
or 
institu 
tions.” 
The language of 
the opinion 
apart from the decision, was ap 
plauded by many churchmen but 
also drew criticism from some. 
'TOUCH OF IRONY” 
Overshadowing all the argu 
ment is a touch of irony.

FORGETTING O U RSELVES 
A young lad. who has been pre­ 
paring

confirmation, 
was 
wrestling recently with the con 
cept that "Jesus tells us that we 
can be happy if we will forget our­ 
selves and work with Him." He 
could accept the first and last 
parts of this statement, but he 
wasn’t as sure about the 
‘for 
get ourselves" part. 
His pastor suspected that the 
boy was associating "forget our­ 
selves” with carelessness about 
ones 
appearance, 
and 
it 
was 
quite apparent by the neatness of 
his attire and grooming that this 
would be unacceptable to him. 
As this boy continues to grow in 
hi* 
understanding of Christian 
beliefs about ourselves he will no 
doubt recognize that neatness is 
not a negative value in the Chris­ 
tian 
ethic, 
but 
certainly 
very 
much 
in 
harmony 
with 
good 
stewardship of that with which 
God has entrusted us. 
CITES RELATIO NSH IP 
It is to be hoped also that this 
youth will understand more fully 
the basic idea involved—an idea 
which is not easy for any of us to 
learn, 
an 
idea 
which 
superfi­ 
cially appears to be a paradox. 


Actually, a number of Jesus’ pro­ 
found statements appear on the 
surface to be paradoxical, but in 
practice are found to be absolute­ 
ly true. 
There is a relationship between 
a kind of forgetting ourselves and 
happiness. 
Remember 
Jesus’ 
statement. "Whoever would save 
his life will lose it; and whoever 
loses hic life for My sake and the 
gospel’s will save it.” Careful 
study of Jesus will suggest that 
what He has to say here is re­ 
lated to a shift in one’s focus or 
center of emphasis. 


Jesus would remind many to­ 
day that it is possible for indi­ 
viduals to think about themselves 
until they become ill. It is possi­ 
ble for an individual to be so 
much aware of himself to tile vir­ 
tual exclusion of any awareness 
of others around him, to the end 
that he becomes one of the least 
tolerable 
personalities 
in 
this 
world. It is passible to spend so 
much 
time 
and 
concern 
with 
things w'hich we think will be nec­ 
essary as guarantees of our own 
happiness 
that 
we 
may 
miss 
many thrills and a deep sense of 


satisfaction 
accompanying 
see-' 
mg others happy. 
Jesus would remind us of the 
great truth that happiness is ex­ 
perienced best when we do not 
seek it for ourselves, but when we 
lose ourselves in Christ-like serv­ 
ice to others. 
SU FF ERIN G S OF LORO 
It is possible to observe Lent 
in a harmful way. In our concen­ 
trated effort to recall the suffer­ 
ings of our Lord, as well as to 
develop our piety to a finer de­ 
gree, there might be some dan­ 
ger that we stop at this point. If, 


however, we see our Lord in His 
fullness, 
more 
vividly 
perhaps 
during this season than at some 
other times, we will be moti­ 
vated to include in our Lenten 
observance a special effort to 
think and feel and reach outward. 
We must never allow ourselves 
to forget times of devotion with 
the Source of personal strength, 
but He prefers that we use this 
strength for more than ourselves. 
In the final analysis we discover 
that 
He 
must 
have 
had 
our 
happiness in mind when He ar­ 
ranged His creation in this way. 


What a wonderful opportunity 
we will have on Sunday as we par­ 
ticipate in One Great Hour of 
Sharing! Let us experience on 
this day one of the riches of Lent 
as we forget ourselves and con­ 
centrate upon helping others.

Cracked or chipped dishes, espe­ 
cially cups, may cause cuts or 
they may a health hazard if the 
outside glaze is damaged so even 
the hottest water won’t sterilize 
the exposed parts. And you can 
retire 
chipped 
enameled 
ware 
pots and pans from the kitchen 
with a clear conscience. 
What about the tipsy pots and 
pans? Well, they re not safe to 
i m on the range. Cooking uten­ 
sils that don’t stand steady may 
cause serious bums. 
And remember the medicine 
cabinet in cleaning. It can fill up 
quickly with old pills, prescrip­ 
tions and remedies. They re not 
only a nuisance but also a danger. 
Even if drugs are carefully la­ 
beled as to use and dosage, don't 
save them for future use.

The worth of a cup hinges on 
its handle and the balance it gives 
a cup. This is a point worth con­ 
sidering the next time you re­ 
place your china or help a pros­ 
pective bride selects hers.

It might be 
parents, a successful person in 
their field of work, or it may be 
outstanding desirable trait* from 
several persons.

can help parents worry less about 
children who worship a model. If 
parents criticize, the child may 
think they have lost some m i r ­ 
iest in him. Recalling memories 
of one s own childhood can help 
to develop m ore understanding of 
model worship.

It wouldn't Im Easter with­ 
out baskets of brightly colored 
eggs, but how did they come 
to be associated with the great 
holiday of the resurrection?

It 
may have become an Easter 
symbol because the moon de­ 
termines the date of the holi­ 
day.

Lighting candle* at Easter 
was a custom in Rome back 
in the 200's. One church father 
declared that “on the night 
of the resurrection no one 
should 
sleep 
and 
everyone 
should have a light, for on 
that night the Redeemer made 
everyone free from the dark­ 
ness of sin and the grave.” 
The large paschal candle used 
in Roman Catholic services 
represents Christ risen from 
the dead as the light of the 
world. 
It 
is 
blessed 
and 
studded with five grains of in­ 
cense. 
symbolizing 
Christ’s 
wounds. 
One of the traditional Faster 
foods and a figure in many 
decorations for the holiday is 
the lamb. This symbol comes 
from the Jewish Pesah, or 
Passover, 
celebration. 
The 
Jews ii'ed to sacrifice a pas­ 
chal lamb in the Temple at 
Jeruslem 
during 
Passover. 
Early Christians saw in this 
sacrifice a forecast of the sac­ 
rifice of Christ. They referred 
to Him as “the Lamb of God 
who taketh away the sins of 
the world” <John l:M h 
• * * 


Th# most univartal symbol 
of Easter, and of Christianity 
itself, is. of course, the cross. 
Many ancient peoples, such 
as the Phoenicians. Assyrians 
and Persians, considered the 
cross a religious object. To 
some American Indians it is 
said to have been a myrtle 
symbol of the four cardinal 
points of the compass. At the 
tim e of Christ, however, it 
was representative of the most 
shameful and cruel form of ex­ 
ecution. The death of Christ 
transformed it from an object 
of humiliation into a symbol 
of glory.

HELPFUL HINTS 
FOR AMATEUR 
HOUSE PAINTER 


Here are some tips tltat might 
make your housepainting job eas­ 
ier. 
.Always begin with the upper 
trim — at the peak of the high­ 
est gable. Do all the ladder work 
first, rather than working high 
and then low. 
When painting siding, daub the 
paint on in generous, flat spots, 
then use long leveling strokes to 
spread it smoothly. The first coat 
will require more brushing than 
the following coats. 
Paint the outside of gutters with 
house paint, but apply a good 
grade of metal paint to the in­ 
side. It will add life to the gutters. 
Windows are a particular prob­ 
lem for most amateurs. Use an 
angular sash brush. On double- 
hung windows, lower the outside 
sash and raise the inside sash, 
then 
paint the exposed inside 
check rail. Next paint the cross­ 
bars and frame, then the casings 
and sill. Finally paint under the 
sill. Open and close the window- 
several time daily from the inside 
until the pain has dried to keep 
it free. 
On casement windows that face 
out when open, paint the top and

then the sash, 
stiles, rails, frames and casings. 
On porch floors, railings and 
steps use only porch enamel or 
floor paint. These finishes are de­ 
signed to withstand rough wear, 
scrubbing and destructive weath­ 
er.

A. All paints are formulated ac­ 
cording to exact specifications and 
•ll describe the proper thinner to 
use on the label of the can. Read 
the directions carefully and use 
only’ the exact quantity of thinner 
recommended. 
Q. Does the color of point vary 
from one can to another0 
A. Often it does, so always 
try to finish at least one entire 
wall or panel from the same mix­ 
ture Where possible, start a new 
can of paint only at corners or 
intersections, never in tile middle 
of a wall or ceiling. 
Q 
Is the agitation gi\en tb 
paint on the dealer's mechanical 
mixer enough to mix the paint 
thoroughly? 
A. Only if the paint is used 
within a short period of time The 
durability and color of paint de­ 
pend on thorough and proper msx- 


Q Whats the best way to mix 
paint? 
A. First pour the liquid from 
the top of a newly opened can into 
another container. Stir the re­ 
maining gummy matter until it 
becomes a smooth paste. Slowly 
replace the liquid, stirring contin­ 
uously. Then pour the contents 
back and forth from one can to 
another several times. Stir the 
occasionally while you’re 
using it. 
Q. What if you're intermixing 
colors'* 
A. Always ascertain from your 
dealer that the colors you plan to 
mix are the same basic types (rf 
paint and can be mixed. Then 
mix k in quantities sufficient to 
cover an entire wall or panel with­ 
out running out; the second batch 
may vary a fraction in hue. It’s 
always best to overestimate the! 
amount—the leftover paint can 
be used for touch-up if you label 
your various leftover cans care­ 
fully. 
Q. How large a brush should 
I use? 
A. Select a good 3 or 
4-inch 
brush for interior walls and ceil­ 
ings; a 2 or 24-inch varnish brush 
for casings, doors and baseboards;

for windows.

Q. Does a new brush require 
any special preparation?

better than brushing. It is perhaps 
the easiest way to paint a ceil­ 
ing. 
Q Are there different types of 
rollers? 
A. Yes. The pan-type roller is 
he most widely iv>ed. There also 
is a magazine type roller in which

The above plan is for farrowing 
stalls 8 feet iong. At least 6 feet 
of 
length 
is 
necessary. 
The 
length will depend largely upon 
the depth of the pens in which 
stalls are to be built. A 2x4 
across the back of the stall can 
be used to regulate the length. 
This may be held in place by 
notches, pegs or set in slots. The 
space behind the sow provides a 
place for tile young pigs to go 
from side to side, 
The bottom edge of the partition 
panels should be 12 inches from 
the floor for sows and IO inches 


for gilts. This distance may be 
varied depending upon the size 
and condition of the sows. If the 
panels are set in slots, it is easy 
to raise or lower thew as the 
situation demands. 
The panels 
can also be easily installed or 
removed. Some producers toenail 
or bolt the panels to the stud­ 
ding. The short 2x4’s marked X 
at the front of the photo-diagram 
on this sheet must project to the 
ceiling or be tied together for 
support.

It’s a wise homebuyer who pur 
chases a house with an attic that 
can be converted at a later date 
into something other than a place 
to store old school annuals. 
Development of the attic offers 
such possibilities as additional 
bedrooms, a playroom for the chil­ 
dren, a sky-lighted study or hobby 
room. A large attic can be con­ 
verted into an apartment, with 
bedroom, living room, bath and 
kitchenette. 
A house with a peaked or ga­ 
ble roof is best suited for attic 
conversion. If the pitch of the 
roof Is steep enough, one or two 
rooms can be created without 
making any structural changes. 
On the other hand consider an 
attic of. say, 24 by 32 feet, with 
a height (rf 8 feet between the 
floor and the point where the raft­ 
ers meet at the ridge. To have a 
room of practical size here, it is 
necessary to alter the roof de­ 
sign. The most economical way 
Is to add a shed dormer, which 
memans raising a section of one 
side of the roof.

WALLPAPERING 
MADE EASY FOR 
HOMEMAKERS

have joined the wash-and-wear 
brigade, making it even more 
practical than ever to give a 
room a new’ look with this decora­ 
tive wall material 
Wallpapering 
can 
hardly 
be 
considered difficult, but a certain 
amount of know-how is essential 
if first-class results are to be 
achieved With that end in view, 
let’s 
summarize 
some of the 
recommended steps for getting 
these desired results. 
Wallpapering can be done over 
old paper provided it is still fast­ 
ened securely to the wall. Where 
the old paper is in such poor con­ 
dition that it must be removed. 
it can be done with a mixture of 
water and wallpaper remover, 
available at any hardware store 
or dealer. A faster job is possible 
with a wallpaper steamer, which 
can be rented at most paint and 
wallpaper stores. Plaster walls, 
painted or unpainted, should be 
given a coat of size, which is 
a watery glue. Gypsum board 
should be brushed with prime- 


sealer before applying the paper. 
MADE WITH SELVAGE 
Wallpaper originally is made 
with 
selvage, 
an 
undecorated 
edge to prevent damage to the 
pattern in shipping and handling. 
If the type you buy still has sel­ 
vage on it, ask your dealer to trim 
it off. This is necessary when you 
use the “butt” method of apply­ 
ing the paper, which means fit­ 
ting the edges tightly together 
w ith no overlap. This is the meth­ 
od we find most satisfactory, 
since it avoids a double thick­ 
ness at the seams and has a more 
professional look. 
Before doing any pasting, be 
sure you make arrangements to 
hang the paper straight. This is 
done with a plumb line, which can 
be a spoon or other weight tied 
to the end of a string which has 
been rubbed with chalk. Tack the 
plumb line so that it tends ver­ 
tically against the wall parallel 
to the door frame, about one inch 
from the frame. Let the plumb 
line swing until it stops, then 
hold the spoon against the wall 
andsnap the string sharply. This 
will leave a chalk line on the wall 


vertical. 
PAPER APPLICATION 
In applying the paper, lining it 
up with the chalk mark, start 
from the top and work downward 
and out to each edge. Trim off 
any excess palier at baseboard, 


Inside, provision must be made 
for the existing heating system to 
be tapped and electric wiring must 
be installed.

The process utilizes wood cellu­ 
lose fibers combined with seed 
and fertilizer which is mixed with 
water 
and sprayed 
on 
areas 
where grass is desired. 
Its maker reports that exten­ 
sive field tests and a c t u a l 
commercial seeding applications 
in various parts of tile nation 
have shown that the p r o c e s s 
effectively helps establish grass. 
It has resisted loss of seed by 
wind 
and 
water 
erosion 
and 
reportedly is more economical 
than 
some 
other 
methods. 
Considerable labor saving a l s o 
is realized. 
The chief advantage, it is 
claimed, lies in the triple action 
of seeding, fertilizing and mulch­ 
ing in a single operation. 
USED ON GOLF COURSES 
The substance, the maker says, 
can be effective on golf courses, 
airports, 
housing developments, 
industrial sites, ski slopes an d 
recreational areas, as well as on 
highway rights-of-way. 
Regular 
and bantam-size applicators have 
been developed. 
As far as the home lawn is 
concerned the seeding-soil stabi­ 
lization Spray is still in the de­ 
velopment stage The exact mix­ 
ture <rf pulp, grass seed and fer­ 
tilizer depends on such factors as 
area coverage, time of year and 
type of grass desired.

ers fading. 
Make a fresh cut on the bottom 
of the stem and put it immediate­ 
ly into hot (bath temperature) 
water.

moves more readily into the stem 
than cold water and probably 
clears the stem of bubbles that 
prevent absorption of w’ater. 
After the stems are in the 
water, shield the flowers from 
rapid air movement to reduce the 
water loss. Two hours later the 
flowers are ready for your talents 
at arranging. But keep the blooms 
away from hot sun indoors or 
outdoors. In winter, keep t h e 
flowers away from a radiator and 
in all seasons protect them from 
drafts. 
REPEAT BATH 
You can prolong the beauty of 
floral arrangements by repeating 
the hot water bath for individual 
or all flowers when they show 
signs pf drooping. 
When you cut your roses, u s e 
a sharp knife. Breaking or twist­ 
ing off blooms may injure t h e 
wood. Many gardeners prefer to 
cut roses just before the unfolding 
period. Some refuse to cut t h e 
first year roses to help build the 
plant. They leave the entire stem 
and leaves on the plant, docking 
only the flower after the petals 
fall.

most household uses. 
The malleable iron can be cast 
into intricate designs and is used 
in trellis columns and grilles to 
complement wrought iron railings 
and banisters. 
Advantages of decorative iron 
for railings or porch trellises are 
obvious. 
In addition to its adaptability 
to design, it is virtually perma­ 
nent. requires little upkeep and 
Is strong without being bulky. 
Price varies according to lo­ 
calities. and it always is advis­ 
able to get estimates from a num­ 
ber of local dealers. Another tip: 
usually you can get a better buy 
during the winter lull than in the 
rushed spring and summer peri­ 
ods. according to Charla. 
If you plan to design the iron 
work yourself, there are some 
basic facts about the product you 
should know. 
The standard rail consists of 
one-inch square solid posts not 
more than seven or eight feet 
apart for the main support. Be­ 
tween them are half-inch posts 
about five inches apart, The top 
and bottom rails generally are 
channeled and the top should be 
capped with a moulding. 
From this basic structure you 
and your iron works dealer can 
aet together and add the decora­ 
tive touches your design calls for. 
If the railing or grillwork is for 
indoors you should consider pol­ 
ished 
brass 
accessories. 
Out­ 
doors. such adornments often de­ 
feat the purpose of a rugged and 


maintenance free installation. 
Abo, you should avoid outdoor 
use of structural steel tubing las 
opposed to solid iron) which is 
perfectly acceptable indoors. The 
tubing has essentially the same 
strength, but if rust develops tub­ 
ing becomes weaker at the joint 
where it enters the masonry. 
Unless you have the proper 
tools 
and 
know-how, 
installing 
ironwork yourself is not a good 
idea. If you care to try. however, 
here are some tips: 
Posts should be sunk at least 
five inches deep into a hole 1H 
inches in diameter in the con­ 
crete. Wedge it into position with 
steel shims, and seal it with a 
rich grout cement or some other 
cement-like composition. 
All posts, scrolls and the like 
should be welded, and the bottom 
rail should be at least two inches 
off the ground so it can be painted 
easily. 
Whether you instal the iron­ 
work yourself or have it done, at 
least you can handle the painting 
of it as an economic do-it-your- 
seif project. 
Outdoor installations s h o u l d 
have a primer coat of red lead, 
zinc 
chromate or 
some 
other 
metal base paint to resist rust­ 
ing.

coats of good outdoor enamel.

THE HOUSE 
Look for dampness and termites. 
Look for large open or patched 
up cracks. Fine plaster cracks, 
incidentally, are the result of 
normal settling and are not im­ 
portant. 
Look for sagging floors or gir­ 
ders. 
Check the electrical system. 
Anything today with less than IOO 
amp. service is not sufficient. 
Check force of water in faucets. 
A good pressure indicates pipes 
which have not corroded. 
THE PLOT 
How close is the house to prop­ 
erty lines? If an empty lot is 
next door, can somebody build a 
house closer than you would like 
to have it? 
Does the property drain well? 
Are there sewers? If not, does 
the private sewage system work 
properly? Are there any peculiar 
odors around the house sewer in­ 
dicating passible difficulty? 
Do the rain water downspouts 
drain properly? 
What is the condition of the con­ 
crete or masonry walks and drive­ 
ways? 
Do any trees need attention? 
Tree work or removal is expen­ 
sive. 
THE NEIGHBORHOOD 
Hide around in your car in a 
wide area at various times of the 
day to check traffic, kind of neigh­ 
bors, amount of noise, railroad 
noises, airport noises. 
Check 
on 
schools, 
not 
only 
where they are but whether they 
are of high standards. 
Determine whether the neigh­ 
borhood is on the up or down­ 
grade. In most old areas, the 
chances are it is going downward, 
but how fast? 
Watch out for industrial or com­ 
mercial encroachment near your 
house. Can somebody build a gas 
station or a supermarket across 
the street? Check zoning. 
OTHER TIPS 
Never offer the seller what he 
asks for the house. The asking I working, 
price always is higher than the 
selling, particularly if you are 
dealing directly with the owner. 
Also, it is most important to 
agree with the seller as to ex­ 
actly what is included in the sale. 
Get this put down in writing at 
the first conference. Often when 
a seller knows you are interested, 
he changes his mind about in­ 
cluding some of the things he first 
offered.

GOOD LADDER 
BASIC RULE 
FOR SAFETY 


Hie 
National 
Safety Council 
says accidents involving ladders 
are among the most common 
types of home mishaps. Even 
more common are accidents re­ 
sulting from using makeshift lad­ 
ders—boxes piled atop one an 
other and the like. 
It pays to have a good ladder, 
and to know how to use it safely. 
Here are some tips: 
Before you climb a ladder make 
sure your shoes are clean of slip­ 
pery materials and that no paint 
or any other slippery substance 
has spilled on the rungs. 
Be sure the ladder is resting 
firmly at the top and bottom at 
an angle with the ground not less 
than 75 degrees. The space from 
the foot of the ladder to the wall 
shouldn’t exceed one-fourth the 
length of the ladder—easily meas­ 
ured by counting the rungs. 
If you're using a stepladder. 
make sure it is fully opened and 
locked; and never stand on the 
top of a stepladder. 
Don’t paint your ladder. Keep it 
clean so you can spot any defects 
in the wood. And if a rung or 
cross brace is defective, replace 
it—don’t try to patch it with wire. 
Before

ladder, 
make sure it is on solid footing. 
One leg slowly sinking into soft 
ground can be a woeful experience 
if you’re perched near the top of 
the ladder. A number of types of 
safety shoes are available for use 
on slippery or soft surfaces. 
When working on a ladder do 
not lean too far backwards or too 
far to either side. Watch your 
balance, and always keep a firm 
grip on the ladder with one hand 
Never loop your leg around the 
ladder, but keep both feet planted 
solidly on the same rung while

makes this a do-it-yourself task. 
Hie new coating, a liquid, does 
not require preheating and the 
only tool needed is a push-broom. 
According to its developer, Al­ 
lied Chemical Corp., the new’ 
product is waterproof and flex­ 
ible. It is made from a base (rf 
coal-tar pitch. 
If you care to try it, here’s 
the step by step procedure recom- 
1. Dig out all soft or oil-soaked 
spots on the blacktop surface. 
Clean all dirt and loose mater- 


spots which are to be elevated to 
the level ai the rest of the drive­ 
way should be dug out to a depth 
of at least one-inch. 
2. All holes and cracks should 
be filled with a ready prepared 
blacktop patching compound. The 
patches can be tamped firmly in 
place. 
3. Hose off the entire area and 
apply the coating to the still damp 
surface. Apply two thin coatings, 
allowing the first coat to dry be­ 
fore the other is applied. 
A two-coat application requires 
about two gallons per IOO square 
feet.

Armed with such a list, and 
possibly with the help of a spe­ 
cial int. the major problems fre­ 
quently can he wived with one 
program.

PLACE YOUR 
THERMOSTAT 


PROPER PLACE

Do you have trouble keeping all 
the rooms of your house at an 
even temperature during tile win­ 
ter months? 
It could lie your thermostat is 
in the wrong place. Location is 
extremely important, because the 
familiar household servant must 
measure room air temperature— 
and nothing else. 
Ifs 
much 
easier 
to 
advise 
where the thermostat should not 
he placed than where it should be 
because home designs differ and 
family living habits vary. 
But 
here us a list of do s and don't* 
that may be helpful: 
Put the thermostat in one of the 
most lived-in rooms of the house, 
sinh as the living room, den or 
family room 
The room should 
have at least one wall exposed to 
the outdoors, and some' windows. 
Install it in a room that gets a 
minimum (rf direct sunshine dur­ 
ing (he day. A great deal of sun 
.shining into a room (especially 
one facing due south) will par­ 
tially heat the room. As a result, 
the 
thermostat 
is 
misled 
and 
and 
won t call for heat even 
though other rooms may be in 
need of it. 
Mount if alxiut four feet from 
the floor. It will perform well at 
this height, lie easy to read and 
adjust and high enough to avoid 
tampering by children. 
Place it on an inside wall at 
least one stud space from the out­ 
side wall. It never should he lo­ 
cated on an outside wall. 
Don’t locate it in a room with a 
fireplace. If you do. the fire will 


heat the room and thethermostat 
will remain off even though other 
rooms may be chilly. 
Don't place a 
lamp, TV set, 
r adio or any other heat-releasing 
appliance near the thermostat. 
Heat 
from 
the 
appliance 
will 
w'arm the thermostat and it won t 
call for neat when it should. 
Don't mount it in a room close 
to an outside door or it will re­ 
spond to the surge of cold outdoor 
air every time the door is opened. 
Also avoid "hiding'' the thermo­ 
stat behind a door, in a closet or 
among books on a shelf. 
The best Kiea is to suggest to 
your heating dealer u here y o u 
would like to have the thermostat 
installed—but don't insist on it.

MODERN, SAFE 


STAIRCASES 


The Associated Press 
When you plan to convert your 
basement into a recreation room, 
don't overlook the probable ne­ 
cessity of remodeling the stairs. 
You won’t want an outdated in­ 
trusion into a modem room. 
First (rf all. you want the stairs 
to be safe. If you plan to build a 
new staircase yourself, here are 
some tips on safety and design. 
The most desirable staircase 
angle is 30 or 35 degrees. The re­ 
lation between risers and treads 
also is important for safety and 
ease of walking. The rule is that 
the sum of one tread and on e 
riser should equal 17 or 18 inches. 
A riser of seven inches and tread 
of IO to ll inches depth is ideal. 
Handrails usually are placed 
32 or 33 inches above the steps 
Ideal stairs are three feet wide, 
which will allow two people to 
pass comfortably. 
Stairs with open risers will fur­ 
ther the feeling of openness and 
lightness in your room. 
One 
idea is to suspend the 
stairs. One end of each 
tread 
rests on a shelf angle fastened 
to the wall. The other end is 
pierced 
by 
a 
I12 -inch 
round 
metal rod with a flange on the 
bottom of the steps and at the 
ceiling. 
In another open-riser construc­ 
tion—which does not need to be 
against a wall—the side walls of 
the steps form structural sup­ 
port. Steps rest on cleats on the 
inside face of the side boards. 


Railing and supports can be of 
black iron. 
Treads should be of hardwood, 
preferably oak. An asphalt, rub­ 
ber or cork tile finish provides 
an easy-to-clean surface. 
If your present steps are well 
made and safe, but not attrac­ 
tive, you can hide them with a 
storage wall or a room divider. 


There may be good reasons why 
your preferred location would be 
a mistake, so let your heating ex­ 
pert make the final decision. 


PROPER CARE 


GIVES SCREEN 


LONGER LIFE

Spring is the best time to check 
your screens for traces of rust 
which could lead to serious dam­ 
age later on. 
Aluminum, brass and copper 
screens do not rust in the usual 
sense, but they are subject to 
corrosion. 
When 
it rains, 
cor­ 
roded screening will cause an 
ugly downwash on the woodwork 
or masonry below the windows. 
Special 
screen 
enamels 
are 
available which are thin, high- 
gloss coatings that do not clog 
the mesh. They give the wire a 
tough, 
rust-resistant 
finish and 
also can be used on the frames. 
Before apply the screen enamel, 
c l e a n 
the 
mesh 
thoroughly 
with a cloth saturated with tur 
pentine or odorless paint thinner 
Next, remove any rust with steel 
wool and prime bare spots with a 
metal primer. 
When priming galvanized steel 
screening, use the metallic zinc 
paint called zinc dust-zinc oxide 
paint. If you wish. you can tint 
this metallic paint with oil color. 
Aluminum 
screens 
should 
be 
primed with zinc chromate 
If you wish to retain the original 
color of copper, brass or alumi­ 
num screening, you can protect 
them with a coat of clear spar 
varnish or exterior lacquer.

There are many ways to re­ 
decorate a room—many 
wrong 
ways. 
If you plan such a modernizing 
job, following the lead of the pro­ 
fessionals can save you plenty of 
grief and frequently the cost of 
duplicating your efforts. 
Here is the basic step-by-step 
painting procedure: 
Start with the ceiling. Arrange 
your work platform or ladder so' 
you can paint quickly and paint 
only the portion you can reach 
comfortably — usually no more 
than three feet in width. When 
you have finished a strip across 
the narrow width of tile ceiling 
begin a second strip at the start­ 
ing side. 
Paint the walls next, starting 
in the upper corner of any wall. 
If the walls are to be a differ­ 
ent color than the ceiling you first 
must paint a neat line next to the 
ceiling Masking tape makes this; 
job easier, but never use mask-' 
ing tape with latex paint. 
You can paint a neat line with-! 
out masking tape, however. Use' 
a partially dry brush with a small 
amount of paint on the tips of the 
bristles only. 
Angle the brush into the corner; 
of the wail and ceiling and make 
light, horizontal strokes so the 
bristles ride naturally in the up-! 
per corner. 
Proceed immediately by paint-, 
ing a small wall area to keep the 
edges of the line wet. Then brush; 
or roll the wall paint on with verti­ 
cal strokes, being careful not to: 
splatter paint on the ceiling. 
The 
final 
painting 
step 
in­ 
volves the woodwork and trim,! 
and it's best to wait until the 
walls and ceiling are dry. 
Paint the window sash first, 
starting with the vertical mem­ 
bers, then the horizontal ones. 
Follow 
by 
painting 
the 
sash 
frame; sliding the sash so you 
can paint all surfaces. 
Next paint the sash tracks, then 
the casing-starting with the top 
section. Paint the edges first and 
finish 
the 
face 
surfaces 
last. 
Then paint the sill. 
Then paint the doors—first the 
casing, then the door edge that 
swings toward the room being 
painted, either the hinge edge or 
lock edge. 
Paint the baseboards last. 


PREPARE FOR 
REPAINTING

Repainting often is the key to 
an entire remodeling program so 
it pays to do the job correctly 
Actual application of the paint, 
however, is only part of the job. 
Equally important, if you want 
the new paint to last, is proper 
preparation of the surface to be 
painted. 
The interior of a house offers 
a variety of surfaces, and many 
of them require special prepara­ 
tion. Here are the major ones, 
with 
advice 
to the 
do-it-your­ 
selfer on how to prepare them 
properly. 
PLASTER: Bare plaster should 
be 
dry 
before 
it 
is 
painted. 
Patch all the cracks with spack- 
ling compound, then sand and 
spot prime the surface. General 
ly all new plasters are extremely 
alkaline and require a neutraliz­ 
ing bath of two or three pounds 
of 
zinc 
sulphate 
crystals 
dis­ 
solved in a gallon of water. Al 
low it to dry, then dust it off. 
Don’t give this treatment, how­ 
ever, if you plan to use latex 
paint. 
Previously p a i n t e d plaster 
.should be patched, sanded and 
dusted, and all nicks and cracks 
spot primed. Previously applied 
water-thinned paints that will dis 
solve under new applications of 
water-thinned paints must Lie re­ 
moved or sealed with oil-type 
primers. Glossy finishes should 
be dulled by washing with a mild 
solution of sal soda, sodium sili­ 
cate, ready-mixed surface condi­ 
tioners. sandpaper or steel wool. 
WOOD: 
If you are going to 
paint bare wood, simply make 
sure it is clean and dry. Sand­ 
paper it to smooth the finish, fill 
all nail holes and cracks with 
spackling compound, then sand 
it smooth when dry. Seal all knots 
with .shellac to prevent them from 
bleeding through the paint a n d 
prime the rest of the surface with 
enamel underwater reduced as 
recommended on the label of the 
paint. 
Previously painted wood needs 
only cleaning if the surface is in 
good condition. Glossy surfaces 
should be dulled the same way as 
described for previously painted 
plaster. If the surface is not clean 
and smooth, the old paint should 
be removed. Apply the paint re­ 
mover generously, 
allow it 
to 
work, then skin off the paint with 
a putty knife Sand it thoroughly, 
and proceed as you would with 
bare wood. 
METAL: Remove all loose dirt, 
paint, rust and scale with a wire 
brush, sandpaper, steel wool or a 
scraper, whichever gets the job 
done better on the particular sur­ 
face. Then remove grease and 
oil 
by 
washing 
with 
mineral

problem faced by home builders, 
the most persons probably would 
answer:

They say their 
biggest problem is acquiring, at 
reasonable prices, land desirably 
locafed. They say there is no ac­ 
tual scarcity of land for the build­ 
ing of houses, but that much of 
the best-situated 
property, now- 
lying idle, is priced so high that 
it is bypassed for sites farther 
removed from suitable facilities 
.As pointed out in House and 
Home, the housing industry trade 
publication, countless acres are 
being held in “cold storage” by 
land speculators, hoping for still

Allow it to dry, 
then clean the blocks with a stiff 
brush. Don’t give this treatment 
if you plan to use latex paint, 
however. 
WALLPAPER: If you are going 
to use latex or water based paint, 
try it out first on an inconspicu­ 
ous portion of the wall. If the 
paper contains any water-soluble 
inks or dyes, 
they 
will bleed 
through. 
If they do, 
seal 
the 
paper with a thin coat of shellac 
or else remove it entirely. 
BRICK: Latex paints can be ap­ 
plied directly to bricks after first 
cleaning them and allowing them 
to dry. It may take two or more 
coats to cover them thoroughly. 
Oil paints or enamels should be 
used after an oil paint primer. 


way land price inflation can be 
prevented is to tax land more 
heavily. 
FICTITIOUS 
We discussed this subject the 
other day with Gerald D. Lloyd, 
who heads a company that de­ 
votes itself exclusively' to land 
acquisition and the development 
for sales in the form of finished 
lots to builders. Lloyd also is 
chairman of the Planning and 
Zoning Committee of the Builders 
Institute of Westchester and Put­ 
nam Counties in New York State. 
On the question of inflated land 
prices, Lloyd said: 
“The inflated land prices are to 
a very large extent fictitious, in 
the sense that the asking prices 
are very seldom the prices at 
which business is actually done 
In our experience, the business is 
often done at less than half the 
asking price. Yet the asking price 
is the one that makes the news.” 
D E V E L O P M E N T COST HIGH 
Lloyd pointed out that, as far 
as 
land 
development 
is 
con­ 
cerned, the builder has had to 
take over increasingly the func­ 
tions 
of 
the 
municipalities 
in 
providing 
community 
facilities. 
He said the development cost if 
infinitely higher as a rule than 
the land cost, which increases the 
price of the finished house. 
In 
some 
cases, 
Lloyd 
said, 
high land values resulted from 
the willingness of builders to pay 
unreasonable prices “for the lit­ 
tle bit of reasonable zoning that’s 
around.” 


OLD ITEMS GET 
ELEGANT LOOK

You can give old furniture an 
elegant look by antiquing. The 
idea is a simulated natural wear 
and age, and the process is sim­ 
ple for the average home handy­ 
man—or handygal, for that mat­ 
ter. 
The “antique” finish goes right 
on lop of the present enamel or 
varnish, and for this reason the 
process often is called glazing. 
The transparent glaze coat high­ 
lights carving and moulding, and 
also tones down over-decorated 
surfaces. And the nice pari about 
it is that if you don’t get the color 
or effect you want on the first 
try, you can wipe the glaze off 
with turpentine and try again 
Raw umber is a popular glaze 
color. It gives white enamelled 
furniture the look of ivory; over 
blue 
it 
produces a blue-green 
coloring: and used over red it 
gives a brick red finish. 
Burnt umber is another popular 
oil choice. It produces a darker 
effect than the raw umber. Raw 
sienna or yellow ochre can be used 
to provide a golden tone. If you 


have doubts about the best glaze 
color for the effect you wish to 
achieve, a>k your paint dealer. 
Antique glaze 
made by com­ 
bining 3 tablespoons of turpen­ 
tine with ll* teaspoons of the oil 
color and mixing thoroughly. Then 
blend in one tablespoon of clear 
quality varnish. 
A brush or spray can be used 
for applying the glaze, either to 
the entire area at once or In sec­ 
tions, depending on the size of 
the piece. 
Let the glaze set for one or two 
minutes. Then, using a clean, lint- 
free cloth, wipe it in circular 
motions. When working on a flat 
surface, begin wiping at the cen­ 
ter and work outward to the edges. 
When the glaze has been wiped, 
stipple the surface with a small 
dry brush. Tills softens the edges 
of the glaze and highlights the 
color. 
The stippling completes the an­ 
tiquing process, but it is advis­ 
able to apply a coat of clear var­ 
nish when the glaze is thoroughly 
dry to protect your handiwork. 
For 
extra 
protection 
on 
such 
pieces as table tops and desks, 
apply more than one coat of var­ 
nish. Sand lightly between each 
coat

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along the edge of the plumb line. 
The half-inch extra will allow you 
to fit the paper against the door 
frame even if the frame isn’t 
perfectly straight. 
Cut each successive strip eight 
or IO inches longer than necessary 
so you won’t have any trouble 
matching the pattern. If the pa­ 
per has an unusually large pat­ 
tern you might have to make an 
even more generous allowance. 
It is best not to overlap the 
strips more than one-half inch. 
If each overlap is the same size, 
it makes for a neater job. 
Be sure to remove all wall light 
fixtures or plates, hot air regis­ 
ter covers and so forth before you 
begin.

You 
should use fairly swift, straight 
strokes where passible, and this 
can’t be done with a dull knife.

QUESTION: 
In looking over 
the side of our house the other 
day, I noticed that the mortar 
between a few of the bricks is 
starting to pull away a little. We 
haven’t had any leaks yet, but I 
understand 
that 
this condition 
can result in damage from rain­ 
water. Can I fix this brickwork 
myself and. if so. can you tell me 
how to go about it? 
ANSWER: You are wise in cor­ 
recting 
this 
condition 
before 
leaks occur. Yes, you can handle 
the job yourself provided y o u 
take a little trouble to do it cor­ 
rectly. This is what is known as 
pointing, sometimes called tuck 
pointing. You will need a mortar 
mix that contains lime, which de­ 
lays the setting and thus pre­ 
vents shrinkage. Using a c o l d 
chisel and a hammer or an o I d 
screwdriver, 
remove 
all 
loose 
mortar without dislodging any of 
the mortar that is still solid. 
Soak the cavities thoroughly and 
pack new mortar into them with 
a pointing trowel or similar tool. 
Use the end of the trowel to in­ 
dent the joints slightly to aid in 
shedding rain water. This is a bit 
tricky, but merely follow the way 
in which the mortar is packed in 
the joints between the o t h e r 
bricks. If any of the mortar gets 
on the outside of the bricks, wipe 
it off instantly with a wet rag, 
which should be kept handy dur­ 
ing 
the 
entire 
operation. 
It 
is necessary to wet down the 
joints at least once a day for sev­ 
eral days. Don't spare the water 
—and 
soak 
the 
surrounding 
bricks et the same time.

Refinishing a hardwood floor is 
enc do-it-yourself project for which 
there are no short cuts If you 
expect the best results, three im­ 
portant rules must be followed 
strictly: 
I. The floor must be clean. 
Use alkaline cleaners, solvents or 
hot water to remove all dirt, oil, 
grease wax and tile like. 
I The floor must be properly 
primed One coat never is enough 
for unfinished surfaces 
(which 
includes old surfaces sanded down 
to the bare wood 
'Hie primer 
must be a proper kind, correctly 
thinned. 
3. Use only materials recom­ 
mended for floor finishing, and 
thin them and apply them exact­ 
ly as recommended on the label. 
A badly worn floor should be 
sanded down to the bare wood, 
Use a powder sander with the grain 
to do the job smoothly and easily. 
lf the old varnished floor is in fair 
condition it may require no prep­ 
aration other than thorough ciean-

There is a widespread notion 
among do-it-yourself enthusiasts 
that papering a wall is one job 
that should only he tackled by 
the pros. Don’t believe it 
Granted, you have to proceed 
with caution. But if you follow a 
few simple rules and a set pro­ 
cedure. there is no reason an aver­ 
age home handyman can’t re­ 
paper his entire bouse. 
First make sure the wall sur­ 
face is smooth and firm. You can 
paper over old paper, but be sure 
there are no loose edges or grease 
or dirt stains. If there are bad 
stains 
that 
likely 
will 
show 
through, you better remove the 
old paper. 
Use a large brush dipped fre­ 
quently in warm water for this 
job After soaking the paper thor­ 
oughly, scrape it off with a putty 
knife 
Then sand off the rough 
edges and you’re ready to go. 
The equipment you will need in­ 
cludes a sharp knife or razor, a 
good pair of shears, a straight 
edge ruler, a putty knife, paste 
ta plasticized type is best for ama­ 
teurs*, a six-inch brush and a 
plumb line. To smooth out the 
seams, use a roller, soft brush or 
sponge 
You can make a work table out 
of a 4-by-8 piece of plywood and 
two sawhorses. Make si me it’s 
and firm. 
If passible, your first strip of 
paper should go next to a door 
frame. Pick the least conspicuous 
one in the room, because this is 
the point where you will end. as 
w^ell as begin, and the pattern may 
not match. 
Now comes the main rule; vio­ 
lation of it has been the downfall 
of many a would-be paper hang­ 
er: hang the paper according to 
the plumb line, not the wall. 
Walls are not always straight; a 
string with a weight attached is. 
The first strip of paper is the 
most important. If you don’t get 
it up straight — according lo the 
plumb line — the rest of the job 
will be crooked too. 
If your paper is 18 inches in 
width, measure IT1* inches from 
the door frame and fasten your 
plumb line there. Hang the paper 
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Ifs safe to say that, sooner or 
later, every homeowner will have 
to replace a pane of glass 
Sometimes ifs a mystery how 
a window get# broken—but there 
is nothing mysterious about the 
process of installing a new pane 
the key is knowing how to use 
potty or glazing compound. 
After removing the broken glass, 
clean away all the loose and 
crumbly putty and measure the 
dimensions. 
Your dealer prob­ 
ably has the correct size pane rn 
stock, but if not he can cut one 
to fit. 
The comes the most important 
step If you want the new putty to 
remain firm and free of cracks for 
the maximum time, apply a coat 
of good priming paint to the sur­ 
face 
Thy* applies to both wooden 
and 
metal 
sashes 
Priming 
a 
wooden sash will keep the oil in 
the putty compound from soaking 
into the wood and leaving the put­ 
ty to become dry and brittle 
Priming a metal sash with a 
quality steel primer will retard 
rust, which causes the putty to 
loosen Ms bond from the steel. 
Priming a metal sash also will 
provide a roughened surface which 
will make for good adhesion of 
the putty.

After thoroughly dusting a well- 
sanded floor, open grain woods 
particularly oak* must then be 
filled with a wxiod filler.

Sweep off the excess filler par­ 
ticles and allow the floor to dry 
overnight. 
Next apply a pruner coat of 
good grade varnish thinned as 
recommended by the manufac­ 
turer Let it stand overnight, sand 
it and dust it well. Then apply 
one or two top coats of unthinned 
floor varnish. .Allow the first coat 
to stand 24 hours, then sand it 
and apply the second coat.

Poison Ivy; Spraying Urged

The man awoke 
one winter 
morning with itching hands. The 
next day there was inflammation 
and the itching worsened. So he 
went to his doctor. 
**It looks like poison ivy,’* said 
the doctor, “ but this isn’t the sea­ 
son for it.” He recommended a 
visit to a skin specialist for tests. 
The season didn’t confuse the 
gpecialist. His diagnosis was poi­ 
son ivy. 
“Are you a hunter?” the doctor 
asked. The answer was no. Have 
you been working around brash? 
Again the reply was negative. 
.After more leading questions, 
the man told the doctor: “A 
friend of mine who is a hunter 
gave me a rabbit that he had 
killed. Could that have been the 
cause?” 
It was. the specialist replied. 
“The rabbit had been feeding on 
poison ivy bark and its fur was 
loaded with poison. It happens 
more often than you might ex­ 
pect.” 
RARE IN WINTER 
Of course poison ivy is com­ 
paratively rare in winter. But 
what da you do about it in the 
summer? 
When 
we 
were 
youngsters 
spending 
the summer on 
our 
grandfather's farm in North Wil­ 
braham. Mass., we rarely spent 
a season without unfriendly con­ 
tact with the nasty ivy. The best 
solution (literally) for the irrita­ 
tion was provided by grandpa. He 
would go off into the woods and 
return soon with an armful of 
fem. This would be soaked in 
warm water and we would bathe 
in the solution, (We don't remem­ 
ber what he called the partial 
lar fern.) 
The lotion would soothe t h e 
itching. 
The best remedy for poison ivy 
is to get rid of the ivy. 
Informed 
county 
agricultural 
agents recommend s p r a y i n g 
roadsides and paths with amino 
reiaiole to control poison ivy. 
About four-fifths of an ounce in 
two gallons of water will cover 
1,000 square feet. 
YELLOWS AND DIES 
Treated foliage ages or yellows 
In a few days then dies. Young 
twigs dry out in a few’ weeks. 
Large twigs and branches take 
longer but die quickly in hot. dry' 
weather. Late summer or f a l l 
treatment is less effective than 
in July or August spraying. 
Even after the vines are de­ 
stroyed this way. there is still 
likelihood of contact with toxic 
oil in dead or decaying parts of 
the plant, especially in recreu 
lion areas. 
Agent Charles H. Williams sug­ 
gests this uniform for warriors 
facing poison ivy: 


Lather yellow laundry soap on 
the hands, face, neck and ankles. 
Allow this to dry and don work 
clothes that you can wash sep­ 
arately with similar soap. Pro­ 
tect your hands with gloves that 
reach to your sleeves. 
CUT STEM 
If poison ivy is climbing poles 
or trees from a single trunk, cut 
the stem at the ground and grub 
out the roots. This is easier than 
spraying tall foliage, ahthough 
sprays applied to heavy woody 
.stems of ivy are less effective 
than those applied to the foliage. 
Small 
amounts 
of 
a m i n o 
triazole may penetrate buds or 
bark of other plants and t u r n 
foliage white or otherwise dis­ 
color it. Some damage may re­ 
sult to young shoots. There may 
be grass injury, too, but the grass 
will come back.

Walls, ceilings and floors should 
be the first concern of homeown­ 
ers contemplating a remodeling 
program.

Not so with Hie various dry 
wallboards. They can be put right 
on top of old plaster walls hi a 


wood, usually 
inch thick, ver­ 
tically on the walls and across 
the ceiling to provide a solid base 
to nail the new panels to. The 
strips also require something more 
substantial than plaster to be fas­ 
tened to, so you must locate the 
vertical wall studs behind the 
present wall. 
In most houses, the studs are 
16 inches apart You can locate 
the first one by hammering a long 
nail through the plaster at short 
intervals until you hit something 
solid. 
Don’t 
worry 
about the 
holes you make—you're going to 
cover them up. 
Much of the paneling available 
today requires no work at all in 
the joints. The plywood industry, 
for example has a whole family 
of boards of various textures and 
hues which are fastened to the 
furring with metal clips, invis­ 
ible after the panel is in place. 
Paper board and fiber board 
are installed with a crack filler 
that hides seams and nailheads, 
and many beveled types of pine 
paneling require no special tricks 
in the joints.

Heated in lightweight, easy-to- 
handle shapes and in a variety of 
colors and textures. Even on a 
small plot a stone wall—either 
a standing wall on level ground or 
a retaining wall on a slope—can 
do much to enhance a home. 
The only real decision of the 
homeowner is whether to build a 
dry wall, which requires no mor­ 
tar. or a wet wall, in which the 
stones are held together with a 
concrete mix. 
One word of caution If you plan 


foundation, fill the trench solidly 
with stone and mortar. If you 
want a concrete foundation, use 
a mixture of I part cement to 2 
parts sand to 4 parts gravel, ami 
use 7 gallons water for each bag 
of cement. Dry wall construction 
also requires a solid foundation, 
and the first course of l a r g e 
stones should be 
mortared 
in 
place below ground level. 
String guide lines of mason’s 
twine the length of the wall and 
at various levels to keep the face 
of the wall flush. One guide line 
should be at the top of the wall to 
keep its height uniform. 
Free standing walls are wider 
at the bottom than at the top, and 
retaining walls lean slightly in­ 
ward toward the hill. Thus both 
have an angle between top and 
bottom which also must be uni­ 
form. 
For free standing walls the de­ 
gree of lean is I inch for every 2 
feet of height: for wet retaining 
walls. I inch for every I foot of 
height: for dry retaining walls, 2 
inches for every I foot of height. 
To maintain uniformity of this 
angle, 
you 
should 
use batter 
boards. Do not reply on the guide 
lines alone. 
Build batter boards by nailing 
two narrow boards or laths to­ 
gether at one end and spreading 
them apart at the other end, likej 
a pair of scissors. Fasten them 
at the proper angle. By holding 
one board against the face of the 
wall, the other should be perpen­ 
dicular to the ground. Check it 
frequently with a mason’s level. 
For wet construction, all stones 
should be cleaned thoroughly be­ 
fore setting. Do not use a wire 
brush—it

which might discolor the stones.)
